To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1968. 
The  following  items  are  for  special  comment: 

Vital  Statistics 


The  Registrar  General* s estimate  of  population  shows  an  increase 
of  620  on  the  previous  year  whilst  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  has 
increased  by  62. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  has  increased  by  44  from  747  to 
791.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  approximately  190  of  these 
live  births  took  place  within  the  Urban  District. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  increased  from  431  to  468. 

Measles 


499  notifications  were  received.  These  were  largely  in  the  early 
weeks  of  1968. 

1968  was  too  soon  to  assess  the  results  of  the  introduction  of  a 
scheme  for  vaccinating  children  against  the  disease,  but  1969  should 
be  more  informative. 

Dysentery 

173  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  were  notified.  With  one  exception, 
an  elderly  man  in  a County  Council  home,  all  the  households  concerned 
were  ones  in  which  there  were  young  children.  Many  cases  came  to 
light  when  all  members  of  a household  were  investigated  bacteriologic- 
ally,  following  the  notification  of  the  first  case.  This  policy 
involved  the  staff  of  the  public  health  department  in  a considerable 
amount  of  work  in  follow-up  and  collection  of  specimens  for  the  labor- 
atory. However,  these  visits  were  also  of  great  value  as  it  gave  the 
members  of  the  staff  the  opportunity  to  advise  householders  on  the 
best  methods  of  preventing  spread  of  infection.  In  an  outbreak  of 
this  kind  it  was  inevitable  that  food  handlers  should  come  under 
surveillance . In  certain  affected  households  there  were  foodhandlers 
and  decisions  had  to  be  made  requiring  cessation  of  work  pending 
clearance  of  the  household  from  infection.  In  all  cases  the  matter 
was  settled  with  co-operation  on  the  part  of  employers  and  employees 
and  there  was  no  financial  hardship,  though  the  time  before  clearance 
often  extended  into  several  weeks,  as  it  was  considered  that  three 
successive  negative  laboratory  reports  were  necessary  before  release 
from  surveillance. 

Food  Poisoning 

In  contrast  to  the  sonne  dysentery  there  was  no  serious  outbreak 
of  food  poisoning. 
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Infective  Hepatitis 


39  notifications  were  received  after  the  introduction  of  the 
new  regulations.  All  notified  cases  were  followed-up.  All  the  house- 
holds concerned  had  children  and  the  majority  of  the  cases  were  in  the 
catchment  area  of  the  Westfield  Infant  and  Junior  Schools. 

Psittacosis 


This  disease  of  birds  of  the  parrot  family,  though  not  notifiable 
by  statute  oan  affect  humans . During  the  summer,  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  notified  the  department  of  a young 
parrot  dying  from  psittacosis  in  one  of  the  houses  in  Hinckley.  No 
formal  action  was  necessary  but  the  information  was  followed-up, 
advice  given  to  the  household  and  certain  articles  were  disinfected. 

Tuberculosis 


There  were  five  fresh  cases  during  the  year.  In  each  case  the 
lungs  were  affected.  During  October  and  November,  public  sessions 
were  held  by  the  Leicester  Area  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

Head  Lice 


From  time  to  time  advice  was  sought  on  this  subject,  usually  by 
parents  who  had  discovered  that  a child  had  become  infested. 

Imported  Alimentary  Infections 

As  in  previous  years,  during  the  summer,  a number  of  persons  were 
referred  for  investigation  because  of  contact  with  infection  during  an 
overseas  holiday.  Fortunately  the  incidents  concerned  individuals  and 
not  large  groups.  Salmonella  typhi  and  salmonella  typhi  murium  were 
the  organisms  suspected  but  not  found  in  the  travellers  returning  to 
this  district  except  in  one  case,  a school -boy  who  contracted  a salmon- 
ella. infection  in  Benidorm  and  took  many  weeks  to  eliminate  it. 

Statutory  Notification 


On  1st  October  1968,  Sections  47  to  49  of  the  Health  Services  and 
Public  Health  Act  1968  and  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations  1968  came  into  operation.  The  terminology  and  list  of 
infectious  diseases  made  notifiable  were  brought  up  to  date.  Certain 
diseases  were  no  longer  notifiable.  It  is  too  soon  to  report  on  any 
effects  which  were  noticed  a.s  arising  from  the  new  regulations. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  polio- 
myelitis, smallpox  and  mea.sles  were  procedures  which  are  still  available 
but  for  which  no  figures  can  be  given.  Since  April  1967,  the  Health 
and  Welfare  Department  of  the  County  Council  has  been  using  a computer 
for  recording  immunisation  records  and,  in  the  case  of  an  increasing 
number  of  medical  practices,  to  maJce  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the 
attendance  of  patients  at  surgeries  and  to  calculate  the  payment  due  to 
practitioners.  Owing  to  this  centralisation,  local  figures  cannot  be 
provided. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 

No  formal  action  for  compulsory  removal  of  elderly  persons  w as 
taken.  On  the  other  hand,  particularly  during  the  winter  months,  many 
requests  were  received  from  relatives  and  sometimes  family  doctors  for

support  from  the  medical  officer  of  health  in  expediting  admission  to 
hospital  of  elderly  persons.  Applications  for  the  admission  of  chronic 
sick  patients  to  appropriate  hospitals  are  now  dealt  with  by  the 
Leicester  Area  Geriatric  Service  based  on  Hillcrest  Hospital,  Leicester. 
These  applications  are  made  by  the  family  doctor.  The  Area  Geriatric 
Service  then  calls  for  a report  on  social  and  domiciliary  conditions 
from  the  Health  Visitor.  These  reports  are  then  considered  by  the 
Consultant  Geriatricians.  Since  the  attachment  of  Health  Visitors  to 
family  doctors  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  Geriatric  Consultants, 
there  has  been  a noticeable  improvement  in  the  ease  of  movement  of 
patients  in  and  out  of  geriatric  hospitals. 

The  elderly  and  handicapped  in  need  of  admission  to  residential 
accommodation  (Part  Hi)  in  County  Homes  or  elsewhere,  and  services  for 
the  Physically  Handicapped,  including  Aids  to  Daily  Living,  structural 
adaptations  in  the  home.  Occupational  Therapy  and  Day  Centres  are  now 
dealt  with  by  the  Social  Welfare  Section  in  the  new  County  Hall  at 
Glenfield. 

Meals  on  Wheels 


The  W.R.V.S.  has  continued  to  deliver  48  meals  twice  weekly  in 
Hinckley  and  Burbage  and  24  twice  weekly  in  Earl  Shilton  and  Barwell  to 
homes  of  house-bound  elderly  persons.  It  cannot  be  stressed  too  often 
that  the  delivery  is  made  by  drivers  and  helpers  who  provide  their  cars 
on  an  entirely  voluntary  basis.  For  a number  of  elderly  and  infirm 
persons  who  can  reach  such  a club,  it  is  hoped  that  meals  will  be 
provided  at  a luncheon  club  (subsidised  by  the  County  and  District 
Councils  and  organised  by  the  W.R.V.S.)  in  Hinckley  in  1969. 

Home  Safety 

The  Urban  District  Council  continued  to  subsidise  the  Urban  District 
Home  Safety  Committee  whose  main  function  is  to  investigate  causes  of 
domestic  accidents  and  support  propaganda  for  prevention. 

Re -housing 

As  in  previous  years  a considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  in 
investigating  canes  where  support  for  re-housing  in  a Council  house 
was  requested  on  special  grounds.  In  all  cases  it  was  the  policy  to 
channel  the  information  obtained  through  the  Housing  Officer  in  order 
that  the  Housing  Committee  should  be  advised. 

One  item  which  came  to  light  from  consideration  of  these  housing 
needs  was  the  urgent  need  for  one  bedroom  bungalows  in  the  Urban  District . 
A report  by  the  Housing  Officer  subsequently  led  to  Ministry  consent 
for  the  erection  of  22  such  bungalows. 

Last  year  it  was  reported  that  difficulty  was  experienced  in  certain 
cases  where  elderly  or  disabled  persons  actually  owned  their  existing 
accommodation,  but  such  accommodation  was  unsuitable  owing  to  their 
physical  handicap.  Progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  that  the  Housing 
Committee  initiated  a special  waiting  list  for  these  persons. 

Water  Supplies 

In  response  to  further  representations  regarding  incidents  when 
there  was  severe  iron  discoloration  of  mains  water  in  certain  "black 
spots"  in  the  town,  the  Leicester  Water  Authority  adopted  a course  of 
action. 
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Noise 


Further  consideration  was  given  from  time  to  time  to  the  increased 
exposure  to  noise  of  the  population.  An  attempt  was  made  to  assess  the 
possible  effects  of  noise  on  health  in  a special  report  to  the  Health 
Committee.  Industrial  noise  and  noise  from  "■beat-groups"  were  sources 
of  complaints  to  the  public  health  department.  In  most  cases  the  allev- 
iation of  the  effects  of  the  noise  depended  upon  the  co-operation  of  all 
parties  and  in  this  respect  the  Council's  officers  acted  as  intermediar- 
ies. V/hilst  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  was  intended  as  a great  step  forward, 
there  does  not,  as  yet  appear  to  be  a clear  cut  solution  to  these  noise 
problems . 

General  Comments 

An  attempt  is  made  in  this  report,  along  with  the  conventional 
statistical  tables,  to  give  some  indication  of  those  matters  which  may 
reflect  the  state  of  health  of  the  area  or  possibly  affect  the  health  of 
the  population.  The  items  singled  out  are  those  which  came  particularly 
to  notice  in  1968  in  these  respects.  I am  grateful  to  the  Clerk  who  is 
always  ready  to  advise  on  special  matters  and  to  all  member’s  of  the  staff 
of  the  Council  for  their  app reachability.  The  sanitary  circumstances 
are  ably  and  accurately  given  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Whitmore  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  to  whom  I am  very  grateful  for  his  helpful  advice 
and  friendly  co-operation  on  all  possible  occasions.  There  has  been 
much  contact  with  the  Housing  Department  and  I thank  Mr.  A.  Griffiths, 
Housing  Superintendent  and  his  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation  also. 
Finally  I record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement.

3.  Hospital  Facilities 

These  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 

In  addition  to  the  Hinckley  & District  Hospital  there  are  general 
hospitals  at  Leicester.  Many  patients  attend  hospitals  in 
Nuneaton  which  is  in  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital  Board  Area. 
Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  at  Leicester.  Some  go  to  Whitley  Isolation  Hospital, 
Coventry.  There  are  chronic  sick  beds  at  Market  Bos  worth 
(Bosworth  Park  Infirmary  and  Westhaven) , Hinckley  (Sunnyside 
Hospital)  and  other  hospitals  in  the  County.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
administration  of  your  Public  Health  Department  for  1968. 

Prom  the  point  of  view  of  qualified  staff  the  year  proved  most 
difficult  until  September  when  the  services  of  an  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  were  obtained.  I placed  a report  on  staffing  of 
the  Department  before  the  Health  Committee  in  January  drawing  attention 
to  the  position  and  informed  the  Committee  that  the  work  of  the  Tech- 
nical Assistants  had  been  reorganised  and  their  duties  extended  to 
cover  as  far  as  possible  the  fringe  of  the  work  requiring  qualified 
staff.  This  reorganisation  has  proved  effective,  and  during  a severe 
outbreak  of  dysentery  necessitating  over  3,000  visits  for  investig- 
ation, advice  and  collection  of  specimens  over  a period  of  three  months, 
the  work  of  the  Technical  Assistants  proved  invaluable. 

Despite  the  staffing  difficulties  the  wheels  were  kept  turning 
and  all  essential  work  was  carried  out,  including  10Q&  inspection  of 
meat. 

In  his  Annual  Report  for  1967  a colleague  in  an  adjoining  District 
stated  that  the  public  seem  to  regard  the  Public  Health  Inspector  as  a 
man  who  is  endowed  with  special  powers  which  ought  to  enable  him  to 
deal  with  all  complaints  and  to  rectify  all  matters  seemingly  requiring 
attention  almost  immediately.  I thoroughly  agree  with  this  statement 
and  it  often  appears  that  the  Department  is  the  recipient  of  all 
complaints  which  no-one  else  is  able  to  deal  with,  and  which  are  not 
covered  by  legislation  administered  by  the  Department.  I refer  to  such 
things  as  neighbours’  quarrels,  various  annoyances  and  irritations  which 
are  not  Public  Health  Act  nuisances  and  alleged  interferences  with 
amenity.  Despite  lack  of  powers,  it  has  always  been,  and  still  remains, 
our  policy  to  give  any  advice  possible,  and  on  many  occasions  to  try  to 
satisfy  the  complainant  by  dealing  informally  with  the  problem.  This  is 
time  consuming,  but  some  satisfaction  can  often  be  obtained  from  such 
cases. 

I trust  the  comment  and  information  contained  in  this  Report  will 
be  found  of  interest  and  will  indicate  some  steady  progress  in  the  many 
matters  covered  in  the  Report.  Such  progress  can  only  be  made  with  an 
efficient  and  loyal  staff,  and  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  appreciation  of  their  work  and  support  during  the  year. 

I also  record  my  gratitude  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his 
valued  co-operation  and  readily  given  advice. 

Finally,  I would  like  to  thank  you  Mr,  Chairman,  all  Members  of 
the  Council,  Chief  Officers  and  their  staffs  for  the  unfailing  support 
and  encouragement  which  has  always  been  forthcoming  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1,  WATER  SUPPLY 

Whilst  the  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  bacteriolog- 
ical quality,  considerable  concern  was  caused  by  repeated  complaints 
of  discoloration  of  the  supply  in  certain  areas  of  the  town.  In 
September  the  Water  Committee  of  the  Leicester  Corporation  decided  to 
undertake  scraping  and  relining  of  the  mains  in  an  area  bounded  by 
Leicester  Road,  London  Road  and  the  railway  at  a cost  of  £10,000. 

This  work  was  commenced  without  delay  and  I am  happy  to  report  that 
conditions  in  that  area  now  appear  to  be  satisfactory.  The  Water 
Department  are  also  to  reconsider  the  position  in  the  next  financial 
year  Tilth  a view  to  applying  similar  treatment  to  the  area  west  of 
London  Road  and  again  later  to  the  older  mains  in  the  Burbage  area. 
Difficulty  was  experienced  regarding  absence  of  pressure  to  houses  in 
Charles  Street,  necessitating  the  provision  of  separate  water  service 
pipes  to  each  house.  This  work  was  done  and  in  two  cases  it  was  agreed 
a grant  be  given  to  assist  provision  of  the  separate  service,  to  allev- 
iate hardship. 

Examination  of  Drinking  Water  Supplies 

(a)  Town  Water 


52  samples  of  town  water  were  taken  from  various  parts  of  the 
distribution  system  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
estimation  of  free  chlorine  content.  All  were  satisfactory. 

(b)  Well  Water 


20  samples  of  well  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  these  were  from  the  cafe  on  the  A5  which  is  out  of  reach 
of  the  water  main.  The  supply  is  chlorinated.  On  4 occasions  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year  the  bacteriological  reports  were  not  satisfactory 
but  following  adjustment  of  the  chlorination  plant  subsequent  reports 
have  all  been  satisfactory. 

4 wells  were  closed  during  the  year. 

Water  Supply  to  the  Dwelling  Houses  in  the  District 

Of  the  44,530  persons  living  in  the  15,669  houses  in  the  district, 
2*4,364  persons  in  15,603  houses  have  an  internal  piped  supply.  9 persons 
in  7 houses  have  an  external  piped  supply  and  157  persons  in  59  houses 
out  of  reach  of  water  mains  are  dependent  on  well  supplies. 

2.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


It  was  gratifying  to  see  the  sewering  of  the  unsewered  part  of 
Leicester  Road  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  only 
remaining  unsewered  pockets  are  Wykin  Village,  the  "Three  Pots"  area 
and  a few  houses  in  Stoke  Road.  It  is  hoped  that  further  progress  will 
be  made  in  this  direction  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

3.  CESSPOOLS 


There  are  37  septic  tanks  and  112  cesspools  in  the  district 
serving  173  premises.  These  are  mainly  at  isolated  properties  out  of 
reach  of  the  sewers.  9 cesspools  serving  18  houses  were  discontinued 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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4. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


There  are  18,294  water  closets  and  44  pail  closets  in  the  district, 
the  latter  figure  showing  a decrease  of  6 during  the  year. 

Some  considerable  concern  was  caused  during  the  year  regarding  the 
state  of  the  public  conveniences.  Vandalism  is  on  the  increase  and  the 
task  of  the  Engineer  & Surveyor  in  maintaining  satisfactory  conditions 
is  an  unenviable  one.  It  is  difficult  to  catch  the  culprits,  who  appear 
to  be  at  their  malicious  work  in  the  late  evenings,  and  the  general 
public  are  most  reluctant  to  come  forward  when  damage  is  witnessed  due 
to  fear  of  retaliation.  One  often  sighs  for  the  old  days  when  the  sight 
of  a policeman  was  enough  to  deter  even  the  most  rebellious  of  the  younger 
generation,  and  even  the  threat  of  a report  to  one's  parents,  with  the 
probable  certainty  of  parental  punishment  struck  sane  kind  of  fear  into 
the  heart. 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

This  service  is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  & Surveyor. 

House  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  in  Heath  Lane, 
this  tip  will  shortly  be  discontinued  and  tipping  will  then  be  carried 
out  at  a new  site  in  Wykin.  Trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  on  land  in 
Barwell,  where  some  combustible  material  is  burned  in  open  heaps.  I was 
pleased  to  hear  that  when  tipping  is  commenced  at  Wykin  it  is  intended 
to  bury  the  combustible  material,  which  consists  of  leather  and  rubber 
scrap  material  etc.  from  local  factories. 

6.  DUSTBINS 

34  visits  were  made  to  13  premises  regarding  the  renewal  of 
defective  dustbins,  resulting  in  the  provision  of  15  bins.

11.  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS

The  problem  of  itinerant  van  dwellers  is  still  however  very  much 
to  the  fore.  Periodic  invasions  of  the  less  desirable  type  of  itinerant 
still  occur  and  although  every  effort  is  made  to  comply  with  the 
Ministry’s  request  made  in  Circular  49/68  that  gipsies  should  not  be 
needlessly  moved  on  from  place  to  place  until  sites  are  provided  for 
them,  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  avoid  action  when  reports 
pour  in  concerning  damage  to  hedges,  fences,  fields  and  even  private 
property  and  of  the  accumulation  of  undesired  rubbish  and  complete  lack 
of  hygienic  practices.  These  comments  do  not,  of  course,  apply  to  all 
gipsy  families,  there  are  seme  who  cause  no  nuisance  whatever  and  in 
these  cases  there  is  little  difficulty  in  as  far  as  possible  observing 
the  Ministry  request.  There  does  seem  a strong  cane,  however,  for 
Part  II  of  the  Caravan  Sites  Act,  1968  to  be  brought  into  operation 
with  a minimum  of  delay.

An  atmospheric  pollution  recording  centre  was  set  up  during  the 
year  and  from  1st  October  it  was  put  into  full  operation  and  results 
are  transmitted  monthly  to  Warren  Springs  Laboratory  for  inclusion  in 
the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  records.  It  is  hoped  that  during 
1969  it  will  be  possible  to  submit  to  the  Health  Committee  a report 
showing  comparison  of  the  finding  of  the  recording  centre  with  those 
of  other  comparable  Districts.  Until  some  comparable  figures  are 
obtained,  the  readings  obtained  from  our  own  centre  will  have  little 
signif icance , but  eventually  I am  sure  the  results  obtained  will  guide 
the  thoughts  of  the  Council  in  determining  the  need  for  Smoke  Control 
Areas.

I referred  last  year  to  the  report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on 
Standards  of  Housing  Fitness  contained  in  the  booklet  "Our  Older  Homes". 

In  April  a White  Paper  was  published  "Old  Houses  into  New  Homes"  and  as 
a result  a new  Housing  Bill  is  before  Parliament,  which  if  passed  into 
law  will  substantially  alter  grant  administration.  The  present  comp- 
licated provisions  regarding  Improvement  Areas  will  be  swept  away,  and 
Local  Authorities  will  be  empowered  to  declare  General  Improvement  Areas 
without  Ministerial  approval.  The  emphasis  will  be  on  voluntary  improve- 
ment not  only  of  the  houses  but  of  the  environment.  The  Local  Authority 
will  have  power  to  acquire  land  and  buildings  in  the  Areas  for  improvement 
of  the  environment,  improvement  of  houses  or  clearance.  They  may  moke 
loans  in  appropriate  cases  and  a.ccept  payment  of  interest  only,  the 
principal  being  secured  on  the  property  and  recovered  at  a later  date. 

This  should  materially  assist  in  the  improvement  of  houses  aimed  by 
persons  of  limited  means,  so  many  of  whom  have  difficulty  in  keeping 
their  houses  in  reasonable  order.  Exchequer  Grant  of  50^  will  be  available 
on  costs  of  up  to  £100  per  dwelling  for  environmental  improvement  and 
standard  and  discretionary  grant  limits  will  be  raised  to  £200  and  £1000 
respectively.  Probably  the  most  welcome  proposal  is  that  where  grant 
work  is  carried  out  by  a landlord  on  a controlled  house,  application  may 
be  made  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  the  fixing  of  a fair  Rent  This  replaces

66  samples  being  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  66  for 
the  estimation  of  free  chlorine.  ’Whilst  in  general  these  samples  were 
satisfactory,  there  were  times  when  it  was.  necessary  to  give  advice  on 
maintenance  and  the  need  for  keeping  up  the  chlorine  dosage  to  a satis- 
factory standard.

As  will  be  seen  14  samples  received  adverse  comments.  One 
sample  of  milk  submitted  for  investigation  of  unpleasant  taste  and 
smell  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  type  of  feed  being  given  at  the  time, 
this  was  taken  up  with  the  farmer  and  remedied.  Three  samples  of 
sausage  were  found  to  be  marginally  below  the  normally  accepted 
standard  for  such  products,  although  at  the  time  there  was  no  legal 
standard.  The  butchers  concerned  remedied  this.  One  sample  was 
found  to  contain  an  undeclared  preservative  and  the  trader  ceased  to 
sell  this  sausage.  A black  currant  pie  submitted  as  a result  of  a 
food  complaint  was  found  to  be  affected  with  mucor  racemosus,  a quick 
growing  mould.  Chocolate  swiss  rolls  were  found  to  be  affected  with 
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aspergillus  mould  and  were  the  subject  of  prosecution.  An  imported 
product  called  Fruity  Squash  was  found  not  to  comply  with  the  Soft  Drink 
Regulations  and  supplies  were  withdrawn.  A sample  of  Cidakin  Sparkling 
Apple  juice  submitted  as  a result  of  a food  complaint  was  found  to 
contain  various  matter  incidental  to  the  manufacture  of  the  product. 

A retailer  asked  for  advice  on  use  of  Charsol  for  giving  a smoked  flavour 
to  bacon  and  on  the  necessary  labelling  need,  the  analyst  stated  that 
when  this  product  was  used  the  bacon  should  be  described  as  * smoke 
flavoured  bacon* . Dried  apricots  were  examined  on  behalf  of  a retailer 
and  it  was  found  fermentation  was  occurring,  these  stocks  were  withdrawn. 
Inadequate  labelling  was  found  in  the  cases  of  Asparagus  Soup,  Honey 
Bear  Spread  and  Iron-Ox  tablets.  These  matters  were  taken  up  with  the 
makers. 

33.  Ten  complaints  were  received  regarding  the  condition  of  food 
purchased  by  members  of  the  public,  compared  with  seven  last  year. 

These  concerned: - 

3 loaves  of  bread 
2 joints  of  meat 

1 box  of  Chocolate  covered  Swiss  Rolls 
1 block  of  cheese 
1 jar  of  jam 
1 sausage  and  tomato  cob 
1 tin  of  Pork  Luncheon  Meat. 


In  two  cases  proceedings  were  token  and  fines  of  £20  were  imposed 
in  each  case. 

34.  WEEKLY  OPEN  MARKET 


50  inspections  were  made.  The  number  of  stalls  varied  from  9 to  11. 
The  market  complies  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (Market  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations  1966  by  the  provision  of  a room  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  food  stallholders  and  containing  the  necessary  facilities. 

35.  FOOD  P0IS0NING- 

(a)  Four  separate  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  investigated 
but  only  one  case  was  confirmed  after  hospital  admission. 

(b)  DYSENTERY 

As  mentioned  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  report  an  out- 
break of  dysentery  occurred.  173  cases  were  notified  and  this  entailed 
a considerable  amount  of  work  in  tracing  and  testing  family  and  other 
contacts.  1,324  visits  were  made,  chiefly  by  Technical  Assistants  for 
the  purpose  of  investigation  and  taking  of  specimens.

38.  NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT 


17  complaints  were  received  regarding  alleged  noise  nuisances 
of  varying  kinds.  Many  of  the  complaints  made  were  difficult  to  deal 
with  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  being  more  of  the  nature  of  inter- 
ference with  amenity.  A fairly  common  source  of  complaint  is  the 
playing  of  be  at -groups , so  popular  with  the  younger  generation,  but 
usually  not  so  acceptable  to  their  elders.  Over-amplification  is  the 
usual  reason  for  complaint,  and  whilst  the  solution  is  so  easy  it  appears 
difficult  to  persuade  the  enthusiasts  to  reduce  the  volume  to  an  accept- 
able level.  There  is  no  doubt  that  there  will  be  an  eventual  effect  on 
the  hearing  of  the  younger  generation  following  their  exposure  to  the 
blasting  effect  of  their  present  musical  taste.  Despite  the  fo.ct  that 
it  is  not  always  possible  to  apply  the  Noise  Abatement  Act  to  all 
complaints  endeavours  are  always  made  to  satisfy  the  complaints  by 
informal  approaches. 

39.  MISCELLANEOUS  DUTIES 

(a)  Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act,  1982 

12  premises  were  visited  for  the  checking  of  appliances. 

60  electric  appliances  were  examined  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.

40.  STAFF 


The  position  regarding  qualified  staff  proved  most  difficult 
during  the  year.  Until  September  the  only  qualified  staff  were  the 
Chief  and  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors,  the  services  of  an 
Additional  Inspector  being  obtained  in  September.  Without  the  Tech- 
nical Assistants  it  would  have  been  most  difficult  to  carry  out  much 
of  the  work  especially  bearing  in  mind  the  dysentery  outbreak.
